They are willing to 
publish to the world that this county 
Is $100,000 more In debt than It Is 
for the purpose of trying to mislead 
the voters in the present campaign. 
If they had wanted to tell the truth 
they would have told you thnt prac¬ 
tically nil of this indebtedness was 
incurred prior to my administration. 
The two Items making up the largest 
part of tills Indebtedness is a $7S,000 
judgment for notes issued prior to my 
administration, and $150,000 of road 
bonds voted by the people. 

I have stayed out of the paper and 
mudslinging and have not attempted 
In any manner to east any reflection 
upon my opponent nnd have conducted 
the campaign, so far ns I nm con¬ 
cerned, upon a high plane.

To the citizens of Morgan county: 

My attention has been called to 
some articles in the Licking Valley 
Courier under date of October 28th, 
1033, with reference to certain mem¬ 
bers of the relief committee and as 
to the manner in which they have 
been conducting the distribution of 
relief. 

I desire to make the following state¬ 
ment : The relief committee of Morgan 
County is composed of C. 1'. Henry, 
in-. A. P.Gnllett, C. K. Stacy, o. w. 
Leslie and Henry Cole. Neither of 
these members of tills committee have 
at any time since the beginning of the 
relief work in Morgan County received 
any pay for their services. In fact, it 
was the understanding when they 
accepted this nppolntement that they 
would not receive anything but would 
give their services and this they have 
done, many times at great neglect of 
their own personal affairs as it has 
consumed many days services. 

I have investigated tlie facts with 
reference to those who made nffi- 
davltes appearing in the Licking Val¬ 
ley Courier, to wit: Harry Toild. .less 
Adkins, Grace Todd and Lin li. Coffee. 
I know nothing about what state¬ 
ments, if any, were made as charged 
by Dr. Wheeler to either of these 
parties, as I was not present, hut I 
have investigated the records and find 
that tlie statement is not true, made 
to the effect that either of these 
parties who made these affidavits 
have been cut off from relief, and l 
think it well to show to the public 
Just what these gentlemen have re¬ 
ceived, which is as follows:

We cannot, In this space, set out all 
of the many extravagant expenditures 
of public money during the past ad¬ 
ministrations of Judge C. I’. Henry. 
Along with enormous sums pnhl for 
right-of-ways for public highways, etc., 
we wish especially to call your at¬ 
tention to the following Items as 
examples: 

The minutes of the Morgan County 
Fiscal Court show that Judge Henry, 
who Is also the Chairman of the Mor¬ 
gan County Fiscal Court, has drawn 
hundreds of dollars (luring his ad¬ 
ministrations for traveling expenses. 
A thorough examination of the records 
for the past four yenrs shows that 
these sums have ranged front 812 to 
$80 per trip. Judge Henry has re¬ 
ceived those sums of money in addi¬ 
tion to n salary of $2400 per year, nnd 
In addition to the fees of his office ns 
Judge of the Morgan Quarterly Court. 

These same records also show that 
during four years Judge Henry has 
received $138 of Morgan county’s 
money for rent, on a tool house. This 
tool house Is located ncross the road 
from the state highway gnrnge near 
Index, and it is estimated by those 
who know this property that the build¬ 
ing for which this relit lias been paid 
Is worth from fifteen to twentyfive 


dollars.

FARMERS’ COLUMN 


About the Farm 

Tests made at the Kentucky agri¬ 
cultural experiment station indicate 
that scir—feeding or hopper—feeding 
of grain to pullets Is bet ter than 
l and—feeding or litter—feeding. Self 
feeding in a hopper is more sanitary, 
saves labor and grain, and permits 
the birds to balance their own ration. 

Dairying Its a source of farm in¬ 
come in Kentucky ranks second only 
to the tobacco industry. In a consid¬ 
erable portion of Ihe stale, dairy 
cows provide a fair cash income where 
homegrown grains together with abun¬ 
dant pastures and legume hay crops 
are marketed thru good cows. 

Farmers who had been keeping 
books or accounts found them of value 
Iu furnishing records lu the wheat 
reduction campaign. Such accounts 
also will be worth much lu tbe ad¬ 
justment program for tobacco and 
other crops. An accurate system of 
bookkeeping or records will be more 
necessary than ever In the future. 

Wait until the ground is frozen, 
probably In December, before apply¬ 
ing mulch to flowers and shrubbery. 
Mulch tends to prevent Injury from 
alternate freezing mid thawing. Use 
straw, leaves, strawy manure, or grass 
clippings, but do not apply deep 
enough to smother plants or cause 
rotting. 

Cleaning up gardens, fields, and 
fence rows will prevent Insects from 
living thru Ibe winter to damage crops 
next year. Destroying remnants of 
crops in the fall Is Ihe best way to 
combat certuin Insects. Squash, melon, 
and cucumber vines should lie burned 
or composted, lu order to destroy 
squash bugs, squash vine borers, and 
pickle worms.

Extensive areas In central and north 
central Illinois where rhlneh hugs 
have ruined the corn nr barley props 
can best he planted to alfalfa nr red 
clover. Planting these legumes not 
only would put a crop on hind thnt 
otherwise would lie Idle nnd rn. fly, 
but also would be In line with the* 
national agricultural adjustment pro¬ 
gram, which Is designed to reduce the 
acreage of grain crops. Illinois farm¬ 
ers already have adjusted tludr crop, 
ping systems to the point where thejr 
nre growing a million acres more of 
legumes than they were In KMO HIH, 
Imt the acreage can lie vastly extended 
by seeding nlfnlfn nnd red clover on 
land where the corn or barley t , h-en 
riddled by the rhlneh bugs, provided 
the soil Is ndnpted. 

It Is Important that soil conditions 
In the field be known before either al¬ 
falfa nr red clover is seeded. The land 
must be sweet nnd must have a suf¬ 
ficient amount nf phosphorus. Sim¬ 
ple tests nre available for determining 
this. The seed bed nlrendy has been 
prepared ami by occasional additional 
enltlvntlons can be kept In excellent 
condition for seeding. lied clover and 
nlfnlfn can he seeded In mid summer. 
This will help to solve the problem of 
crop acreages nnd will make It ma¬ 
terially easier for farmers to put n 
crop adjustment program Into effect 
for 1034. 

Choosing something to replace corn 
that has boon mined by chimb bugs 
Is doubly difficult because the crop 
must be one that Is Immune to the 
bugs an I thnt can. at the same time, 
be planted at late date. Suit.in grass 
and millets, which could lie seeded at 
this season nf the year, are out of the 
question because they are highly fa¬ 
vored foods of chinch bugs. 

About the only cash grain crop avail- 
able al this date is buckwheat. This 
will yield from ten to ns many ns 
twenty-five bushels (o the acre, de¬ 
pending upon soil fertility and season¬ 
al conditions. The host varieties nre 
Japanese nnd Silver Hull.
